The tramp bill of this county in the last 18
years bas been over §125,000. The Judge
said thet the vagranocy law of 1576 intended
thst the penslty for vagrancy should be
labor, not confinement, and that the eustom
followed here of keeping the tramps in jail
in comfort and idleness during the winter
and then allowing tbem to prey upon the
farmers in the summer wasa violation of
the law and must be stopped.

1t is the duty of the s of the sounty,
according to Judge Stuart, 1o provide work
for the tramps, and neglect to do s0 isa
misdemeancr. He recommended that they
be put to work quarrying stone on the alms-
bouse farm. The grand jury was instructed
to make a full investigation of the matter,
and report some plan to rid the county of
the tramps, The Judge said he felt sure
they wonld dinp&lr as soon 8s they were
put to work.

Destroy Thousands of Acres of Vaiu-
able Jersey Woodlands as

A REVENGE FOR FANCIED WRONGS.

Property Owners Terrorized by Organized
Timber Thieves,

FARMERS FIGHT THE FIERCE FLAMES

To Save Their Homestrads From Destruction in the
Conflugration.

New Jersey is suffering from destruciive
forest fires, started by timber thieves, who
have conspired to terrorize property owners
who threatened them with proseeution.
Thousands of seres of wvaluable woodlands
have been destroyed, entailing s loss of over
$50,000.

CaMpEx, N. J., April 28,—A reign of
terror has been begun in Burlington county,
N. J., by the timber thieves who infest that
region. Their fiendish work of setting fire
to the valuable timber lands in the eastern
section of the county, around Mouut Holly,
Vincentown, Medlord and other small
neighboring towns, which was only stopped
by the heavy rain daring the past three
days, has resulted in the loss of many thou-
sands of dollars to the owners of timber
tracts and lucrative cranberry bogs, besides
destroying the homes of many tenants, At
present no estimate can be exactly placed
on the amount of property ruined, butit
will certainly not fall shori of §50,000.

A stretch ol ten miles, which one week
ago contained the finest specimens ol ouk,
pine, maple and cedar timber, has largely
been converted into s plain of ashes and
charcoal and smoking stumps of trees. It
is known that timber thieves started the de-
structive conflagration early on Wednesday
morning in revenge for the recant wholesale
threats of the owners that they intended to
:h::idnwn any man who should steal their
w

AFRAID TO PROSECUTE,

Now that the thieves have wrought such
devastation, the owners are afraid to prose-
cute any of them for fear that new fires will
be started. The Timber Protective Society,
which has been inactive during the last two
vears, has leaped into life again to track
down the offenders. A leading official of
the society said yesterday that the orgnoiza-
tion wonld short'y hold a meeting. He also
stated that some plan would adopted
to stop all thieving in the forests, and
to panish the men known to be
in the business. The fire started on Wednes-
day moraing at s place called “Big Hill,"
in Southampton township, owned by John
Wells. Atthe same time the thieves set
fire to several adjoining tracts. Within a
few hours the whole section of the country
was in a sheet of flame, The timber was
dry and burned quickly. Bandsol men
endeavored to fight the flames, but were re-
pulsed by the fearful heat.

Throughout Wednesday and Thursdsy the
fire spread rapidly, and Iaid waste to the
thousands of acres. The eracking of timber
and the strong wind fanning the fire filled
the country with continuous roar. The
heavy rain on Friday moroing, however,
stopped its progress. The burned district
extends from the southern part of South-
hampton township to Shamong, and through
Woodland and Med ord townships. A
greater part of the destroyed woodland was
young timber. Many cedar tracts were also
destroyed. The cedar was selling at a good
price, it being used for shingles, inside ma-
terial of houses and lead pencils.

A CREANBERRY GROWER'S LOSS,

Probably the heaviest loser was Joseph
Hinchman, of Medford township, who lost
abont 1,200 acres of choice timber land, be-
sides a lot of eut wood. The fire also injored
most of his 500 acres of cranberry bogs.
Hinchman is the largest cranberry grower
in Southern Jersey. Itis thought his loss
will not be less than §12,000. Several
small houses on the proverty of Mr. Hinch-
man, occupied by some of his werkmen,
were burned to the ground.

Great damage was done to the immense
tract of woodland of General John 8. Irick,
ol Vincentown. Speaking of his loss by
the fire vesterday General Irick said: “I
judge that about 2,000 acres of the wood-
land belonging to me and John Wells have
been destroved. The timber was valuable,
being heavy snd used for logs. Asl have
not made any inspection I am unable lo set
any figure as to mv loss. 1 shall prosceute
the titaber thiel who may attempt to destroy
or pilfer my properiy in the future to the
fullest extent of the law.” 4

Henry J. Irick, the son of the General,
lost 500 acres of hir magnificent timber in
Northumpton township by the conflagration,
Jesse Braddock and Juphet Howker were
large losers in Medford township. They
lost 1,000 acres of timber, besides some of
their cranberry bogs. The large timber
tracts of Joshua Jones, Mrs, Lounisa Moors,
J. Ballinger and C. Pennock, stretehing
over 2,000 acres, were nearly all reduced to
ashes, and the farmhouse and outbuildings
of Cbarles H. Haines were laid in wiiste, _

KING OF TIMBER THIEVES,

This wholesale destruction of property
has been relished by the revengeful timber
thieves. For vears these rascals have been
stealing the timber in broad daylight
They laugh at the owners and do not at-
tempt to conceal their guilt. A resident of
Medford said yesterday that for the past
five years fully 20 cords of wond have
been stolen from his property daily. The
timber thieves do most ot their cutting on
Sondays, and then haul for the rest of the
week. In  Northampion and Medford
townships alone the number of these pilfer-
ers is above n score. They make their liv-
ing by stealing the wood of their neighbors,

Oune man, well-known to the inhabitants
of Northampton township as the “King ot
the Timber Thieves,” is alleged to bave
spent his whole life in stealing his neigh-
bors' timber, Had he pot been an heavy
drinker he would now be a rich man at oth-
er people’s expense. He ean drink a quart
ol applejack daily without feeling the
worse for it. He has been indieted, but the
case is still pending against him. The tim-
ber thieves have settlements at **Magnolia,”
**Canasn’’ and “Retreat,” three notorious-
ly bad places in the eastern portion of Bur-
lington county.

PRETTY QUICK DETECTIVE WORK

Chlef Murphy L Juhn B
for Stealing 8600,

John Bonner, a resident oi Middle street,
Allegheny, put §600, belonging to his
mother, in his pocket last Saturday night
and left the town. His mother found it out
on Sunday morning, and reported ihe fnet
to Chiel ol Police Murphy, who promptly
took such active measores that the yonng
man was located in Cincinnati, and a tele-
gram to the suthorities of that town caused
his arrest vesterday. Word was received
last night that Bonner was io jail, and was
willing to return without requisition papers,
and Detective Glenn left at 10 o'elock on
short notice to bring him back, having no
“buggzage"” but un extrs linen enllar and a
handkerchie?. Bouner is a man of 26 yeurs,
and lives with his mother on Middie street,
She had the §600 in a serap book in her
bureau drawer.

Passcoger Killed and Several
Others Injured.

StAavUNTON, VA., April 28.—This morn-
ing about 3 o’clock a fearful railroad wreck
occurred at the Staunton, Chesapeake and
Ohio station, The vestibule train, due here
from the West at 1 o’clock, was two hours
late. About 5 o’clock it eame whirling on
at a speed of 70 miles an hour. As the train
reached the p ger sistion the rear sleep-
ing car ended, striking the platform cover-
ing, tearing away the iron posts and demol-
ishing the whole platform structare. It
struck the eastern baggage house 50 rods
from the station, a new brick building,

crushing in its tront and  wreek-
ing the building. The rear
sleeper  then  jum the frack

and turned over on its side a few feet from
the track, shattering the car into numberless
pieces. There were a number of passengers
in the sleeper. The city fire alarm was
sounded. The fire companies responded in-
stantly and went to work at the wreck, as-
sisted by many citizens, to rescue the passen-
gers from their imprisonment. One person
was killed, Miss Myrtle Kunox, of Kansas
City. She was fearfully mangled. One
leg was cut off below the kunee, her left arm
broken and right shoulder dislocated. A
piece of wood was buried jn ber thigh, cut-
ting an artery, causing death from hleedlns
in a few moments and beiore surgical ai
could be summoned.

Those known to have been injured are
W. J. Kirkpatrick, New York, wonnd of
the leg and head; L. H. Sloman, Cinein-
nuti, slightly injured; Edith Miller, New
York, leg broken; Mrs, Edward Webb,
leg bruised; Edward Stevens, shoulder
sprained; Miss Bertha Fisher, concussion
of the spine and conthsion of the abdomen,
considered serious; Lewis Harrison, scalp
wound; Miss Jane Durham, sprained ankle.
All of the injured belong to the *“Pearl of
Pekin' troupe, except Mr. Kirkpatrick.
There were six coaches, two of which were
sleepers. No one was injured except those
in the rear sleeper. The engine and other
ears rushed on for a mile when the engineer
on sn upgrade got control of the engine.
The accident was ecaused by a brake rod
falling, throwing ballast among the air
brake connections.

SHUTTING UP SHOP,

The Small Brokers of Washington Coms-
pelird to Ask Time—The High Rollers
Coctioue Business and Thivk the
Panicky Feeling Temporary.
fTROM A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]

WasnixeTON, April 28, —There has
been a great flurry among the bucket shops
of this city for the last two days. The fail-
ures and excitementin New York and Pitts-
burg have put a damper on operations and
a padlock on the money market, and this
morning the annonnecement was made by
most of the local bucket-shop keepers 10
their customers that they had no money and
could not meet their obligations at once, but
asked for time. It is safe to say that at
least one-half the bucket shops of the city
are running under shortened sail, while
hundreds of people groaned and moaned
over the possible loss of their savings, The
transactions in this business here are usually
small, but are quite extensive, and the strin-
geney that prevails will have a widespread
effect. Clerks in the departments and young
men about town on short commons are the
chief patrons, and while they do not risk
much at any one time they are industrious,
frequent and certain.

The trouble here does not affect the larger
and more responsible brokers, although there
is a nervous feeling to-day all along I street
and a number of the hrokers who do mot
really fear any serious trouble have been a
little ehary about taking much new busi-
ness until the market is in a more settled
state, There have not been many actual
cases of closing, although & nnmber of
bucket shops have been obliged to tem-
porize and ask a few days time in which to
settle up, The more bopeful dealers on the
street suy the tronble will not last long, and
doubts are expressed as to whether there will
be much actual loss. On the whole, how-
ever, “panicky” is the word that would best
deseribe the condition of affairs among the
smaller loecal brokers' offi geverally
known as bucket shops. How long it will
last no one can say with any degree of cer-
tainty.

Doran and Wright, who were somewhat
pinched by the Pittsburg troubles of Satar-
day, have made satisfactory arrangements
with all their customers and are doing busi.
ness to-day as usual. Like a number of
others, they paid out all they had here and
when they failed to receive remittances to-
day found themselves short. They have
sertled with paper at 30, 60 and 90 dayswith
all their customers and take the paper in
payment on margins, but ss a ruole they
prefer cash business. All their customers
are satisfied with their action and there is
no further difficu'ty expected.
